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DEATH IN THE FLAMES 


Standard Bagging Mills 
Destroyed by Fire This 
Afternoon. 


Ada Lebrecht, a Twine Outter, 
Roasted to Death in 
the Mill. 


Narrow Escapes of thé Two Hundred Em- 
pleyes Through the Fiames — Charlies 
Gufron Does Herote Work in Rescuing the 
Gtris,and is Finally Compelied to Leap for 
His Life From a Third-Story Wiadow, 
Sustaining Terrible Injuries—Causes of 
the Conflagration—Losses and Insurance 
— The Property and Ite Owners. 


Ats o'clock this afternoon an alarm was 
sent in from box No. 121 on Fourteenth street 
and Chouteau avenue. Within three minutes 
this alarm was followed by a second from the 
same box. 

The cause for the double alarm was a fire 
in the Standard Bagging Factory, on 
Stoddard avenue just south ef Chouteau 
avenue. The building has a frontage of 
about one hundred and seventy-five 
feet on Stoddard avenue and runs back 
about the same distance. The whole concern 
was a motiey group of very old buildings with 
no fire protections about them whatever. 

The main structure im which were most of 
the machines, stands in the center, and 
is three stories high, topped off 
with a big modern ventilator. On 
either side of this main building 
are two one-story structures used for storage 
and office purposes. It wag in the highest 
part of the building that the fire started, 
either on the second or the 
third floor nearthe rear. Owing to the very 
infammabie nature of both the building and 
contents the fire bad no more than started 
when it gained possession of the whole build- 
ing. Immediately upon the ery of fire the 
wildest panic ensued amongst the 200 employes 
and operatives, most of whom were giris, 
there being some seventy-five of these 
at work ou the looms and 
spools at the time. A rush was 
made forthe narrow stairway, but before 
half the numder could escape they found 
themselves cut of by the heat and 
smoke. The few men em 
ployed in that portion ot the 
building worked bravely and fast, and suc- 
ceeded in leading the frightened giris through 
the smoke and fames toa place where they 
could drop out to the low, 
joining buildings, an of the girls 
were saved with the exception of Ada Leb- 
recht, who was found shortly after horribly 
burned, Charies Gufron, a middle 
aged man doing general work 
about the machines, worked steadily 
from the time the fire started in helping the 
girls to get out. He stayed on 
the third floor a few minutes too long 
looking to see if there were any 
left behind. When he prepared to get out him- 
self he found ali means of escape cu off save 
by the way of the window. 
Taking bis only chance he jumped 
for it and escaped with a broken 
leg and a severe jarring. An ambulance was 
summoned and the man taken to his home, 
No. 1209 Emmet street, suffering a great deal, 
but not fatally injured. 

The fire started on the third floor and was 
caused by the overheating of a journal box on 
one of the looms which set fire to the flax. 

FINDING THE BODY. 

The body of the woman, burned beyond all 
recognition, was found in the third story, 
near a window in the rear of the building. 
Her screams had been beard by the firemen 
who arrived in response to the first alarm. 
Assistance could not be given herin time, 
however, and she perished. The body was 
discovered by Chief Lindsay and several of 
his men after the blaze had 
been nearly subdued. It lay right 
alongside a window which looked out into the 
roof of a rear addition to the factory. She 
probably ran to the window for the purpose 
ot jumping out onto the roof of the rear build- 
ing, but being lame the window was 
too high from the floor for her 
to climb up before she had been burned so 
badly that she was poweriess to make further 
effort. The body as seen by a Post-DisPpaTcH 
reporter on the spot where the unfertunate 
being perished, was a sickening sight. The 
clothes had been burned clear from the body. 

The name of the woman, as told above, was 
Ada Lebrecht. She was % years of age 
and lived on Sixth street between Rut- 
gerand Hickory streets. She was employed 
to cut strings. No one was found who knew

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JUSTICE MATTHEWS DEAD 


THE UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT LOSES 
ONE OF ITS MEMBERS. 


The Family and Relatives at the Death Bed— 

 4& Sudden and Fatal Relapse—Biographi- 
cal Sketch of the Deceased Justice—The 
Senate, Notified, Adjourns—Action of the 
Supreme Court, ö 


WASHINGTON, D. O., March 2.—Associate 
Justice Stanley Matthews of the United States 
Supreme Court died at 10:6 o’clock this morn- 


ing. 

The last change in the condition of Justice 
Matthews occarred yesterday afternoon at 5 
o’ciock. In the morning he been feelin 

uite comfortable and cheerful. At tha 

our, however, the intense pain which 
marked the periods of decline, recurred and 
never left him until death brought re- 
lief. Dr. Willlam W. Johnson was sum- 
moned, apd finding his Datient 
suffering so intensely administered opiates 
which, toward morning, induced a state of 
semi-conciousness, in which he remained un- 
til the end. Occasionally he would partially 
revive and recognize the loved ones near him 
by a glance or a pressure of the hand, but a 
relapse soon followed. For a number of 
hours previous to death he was 3 
unconscious.

A HOPEFUL PATIENT. 

The Justice was ever a cheerful and hopefo ! 

atient and naturally the members of his 
amily endeavored to be as cheerful and hope- 
ful as he, and it was owing to his own belief 
that the favorable reports of the past week 
were given to those who inquired after his 
health. Only yesterday morning Justice 
Matthews was discussing with his family 
various plans for the future, when he should 
be able, asin the past, to take part in their 
execution. ‘‘But at no time since his return 
to Washington,’’ said one of the family this 
morning, have we really feit that there was 
hope of his recovery.’’ 

Arrangements for the funeral are yet, of 
course, incomplete. The remains will be in- 
os in the family lot, Spring Grove Ceme- 
tery, Cincinnati, but the details will not be 
' perfected until the arrival of the dead jurist’s 
oldest son, Mr. Mortimer Matthews, a lawyer 
of Cincinnati, and his youngest daughter, 
Grace, wife of Horace Cleveland, Assistant 
United States District Attorney at Cincinnati 
and nephew of Justice Harlan. The engage 
ment of Miss Matthews and Mr. Justice Gray 
was announced this week and the marriage 
was expected to occur shortly. In the United 
States Supreme Court, immediately upon 
assembling, the Chief-Justice announced the 
death of Justice Matthews and as a mark of 
res to his memory, the Court adjourned 
till Tuesday next.

JUSTICE MATTHEWS’ ILLNESS. 

Justice Matthews had been an invalid for a 
year or more. D the winter of 1887 
and 1888 he frequenti complained of in- 
digestion and muscular rheum: 
as the spring wore he began 
ferfrom obstinate diarrhoea, from wh 
lost a great deal of strength and esh. 
At this time it was thought that his great de- 
votion to work, was, toa large degree, re- 
sponsible for his fliness, as no doubt it was, 
and acting upon the advice of his physician 
and friends, who had great hopes that a 
change might prove a lasting benefit, 
he went to Massachusetts, stopping 
for some time at Lennox, and then 
at Nantucket, but he continued to lose 
ground. Duringthe summer he had several 
attacks of muscular rheumatism, associated 
with high fever, which would confine him to 
his bed for several days ata time. On his 
return home he began to improve some- 
what, but he continued to suffer from the 
intercurrent attacks, which always greatly 
reduced his strength and flesh. These came 
on at intervals of three or four weeks. Be- 
tween them he would have periods of marked 
improvement, and several times when Dr. 
Johnston was confidently hoping to 
be able to get him out, another 
attack would prostrate him and make him 
weaker thau ever. During last February he 
suffered greatly with a complication of cystitis 
and iritis. About this time an ulcer of the 
cornea appeared, with an effusion into the 
pleural cavity, which were attributable to his 
rheumatic pondition. He recovered, however, 
from both of these latter complications. 

THE FINAL ILLNESS. 

For about — weeks previous to the final 
Umess he had been absolutely free from pain 
and his physician and family had great hopes 
of his ultimate recovery. That hope was, 
however, based on the fact that while he had a 
good appetite and good digestion, he did not 
gain in flesh, although his strength improved 
daily. Atthis time hesatup a part of each 
day and walked about his room and into 
the other rooms on the same floor. 
But about the 4th of March hehad an acute 
attack of high fever which lasted several 
days and which very much exhausted him. 
After this passed off he semed to be improv- 
ing, with a return of

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., March 22.—Timothy 
and Peter Barrett, the murderers of Street-car

FOUNDATIONS AT TUNIS, 


Strange Metheds of Preparing Ground for 
Building. 


From the Building Record. 

The foundations for bulidings in modern 
Tunis, a section of the city which is built on a 
stratum of filling overlaying marshy ground, 
are thus described in Le Genie Civil. The sub- 
soll is an oozy sediment, largely deposited by 
the sewage water from the ancientor Arab 
quarter of the city that is situated on an ad- 


jacent hill. This semi-fiuid mud has a depth 
ofabout thirty-three feet. prepare it to 
support an ordinary house pits eight or ten 
feet square are excavated about ten feet to the 
level of the ground water. 

An intimate mixture is made of the exca- 
vated earth and powdered fat ime; procured 
from clinkers and unburned stone from the 
lime kilns that soon crumble to fine dust when 
exposed to the air. The mixture is thrown 
into the pits in layers about one foot thick 
and rammed for a very long time by speci 
trained laborers. A gang of fifteen or twenty 
ne s, beating to the rythmic measure of 
their leader’s chant, will work at least ten or 
twelve days ramming for the foundations ofa 
moderate sized house. 

An extremely hard bed is thus obtained, 
reaching to within about eighteen inches cf 
the surface of the ground and on this artificial 
footing the real foundations of the edifice are 
set. Although this method of construction is 
crude the practical results are superior to 
those secured by usiug piles, beton or other 
more perfect methods, and in all cases the 
cost is much less.

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THE ONSLAUGHT UPON THE IRISH SECRE- 
TARY IN THE COMMONS. 


Harcourt’s Merciless Arraignment — The 
Government Very Unlucky—Capt. Sea- 
grave’s Case—The Gerton Election—Con- 
fident Unionistse—John Bright Worse— 
The British Ambassador’s Dinner to 
Emperor William—Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lonpoy, March 22.—The onslaught upon 
Balfour and Webster in the House of Com- 
mons last night in connection with the Parnell 
Commission, was the most dramatic and sen- 
sational episode in the whole history of the 
present Parliament. Balfour was very late in 
coming, it being a trick of his to absent him- 
self during question time, to allow the task of 
answer ing to devolve on his dummy, the 80 
licitor-General for Ireland. Mr. Healy started 
the idea of postponing the question until the 
responsible Minister was in his place to 
answer it, and all the other Irish members 
followed suit. The result was that when 
Balfour finally sauntered in he was greeted 
with a long loud roar of derisive cheers. 
This reception flustered him so that when the 
vote on account was taken up and Morley 
had opened his attack on him, his reply 
was the quickestand most rambling speech 
that he ever made. The tall, burly, vigorous 
Harcourt, who loves a lusty fight, followed, 
and his speech was almost cruel in 
the frankness with which he told the 
Irish Secretary that he had lowered 
all the traditions of English wminis- 
terial life by giving false answers and 
defending things which admitted of no de- 
fense. e proceeded with the merciless 
arraignment amid wild cheers from the Irish 
and Liberal benches, 41 his foger as he 
Spoke at Balfour, who flushed angrily. The 
whole debate must measurabiy weaken the 
Government throughout the country, and the 
Liberals last night were more hopeful than 
ever.

Manor were burned to the ground, over sev- 
enty-five valuable animals perishing in the 
flames. The alarm was turned in a few min- 
utes after 7 o’clock, and by 7:30 the whole

thick volumes of smoke which poured through 
the stalls, were neighing and plunging in their 
stalis. Almost in a twinkling the whole barn 
was in flames, and the rescuers had to flee for 


fate. The 
them burned 
frantically through 
knocking down and badly 8 
of persons. Nothing could be done to save 
the stabies and the firemen confined their la- 
acent buildings which were 
saved aftera hard fight. The stables being 
filled with highly inflammabie material, 
burned very brilliantly and thousands were 
attracted tothe scene. Wr. Pohiman did not 
arrrive at the fire until his property 
was in ruins. He stated to a Post-Dis- 
PATCH representative that the loss would 
be very heavy, ming as it did, 
whenevery pen and every stall in the barn 
was occupied. Buta few days before he bad 
received a shipment of animals, consisting of 
four car loads of prime horses, valued, in the 
lot, at $225 a team, or $120 a bead. In addition 
to these there were about eighty medium ani- 
mails in the pens ewaiting sale. Of this num 
ber about sixty were burned, several of those 
rescued being in such a terrible condition that 
they will have to be shot. He also had neariy 
$400 wortb of baled hay in the mow, 
lacing the total loss at about $7,500, with no 
nsurance. The stable was also owned by Mr. 
Pohiman and was valued at 6,000. On it there 
was not a cent ot lusurance. Mr. Manor esti- 
mates his total loss at about $2,500, with insur- 
ance to the full amount. His stable building 
was owned by Jos. Sartori, and thee damages 
of $2,000 are fully covered. The saloon in the 
corner of Pohiman’s stable was owned and 
occupied by Sullivan & Carroll, and their loss 
will probably exceed $500. They “ad no in- 
surance. This is the second time within the 
past month that Pohiman’s stable} have deen 
fired, a previous attempt inexs y the same 
manner being frustrated by time:y discovery.

A FRIEND OF KOSSUTH, 


Eventfal Career of a Missouri Applicant for 
the Roman Consulate. 


Among the arrivals at the Laclede this 
morning was Col. Peter P. Dobozy of Kansas 
City, who isan applicant for the position of 
Consul at Rome. Col. Dobozy is a Hungarian 
by birth, having been exiled from that country 
for participation in the rebellion of 1853. He 
was a devoted friend of the famous Louis 
Kossuth, and when that leader called on the 
Hungarian refugees in 1859 to assist in the lib- 


eration of Itaty under Victor Emmanuel 
Col. Dobozy responded and was given 
a com mission in the Hungarian 
Legion. He served against the Austrians and 
afterward against the Papal forces, remain- 
ing in the Italian service until 1862. He was 
twice wounded and was decorated for gallant 
service in front of the enemy. When Gari- 
baldi turned over the command of the arm 

to Victor Emmanuel, Col. Dobozy was in mr 
tendance upon his General, and participated 
in the ceremony. *He afterwards came to 
America, and was made Colonel of the Fourth 
Colored United States Artillery, serving until 
the end of the war. 

Col. Dobozy has many mementoes of his 
European service, but the following letter 
nel his beloved leader is most highly 
pr : 

I beg to recommend tothe military author- 
ities of the United States of America the 
bearer, Lieut. Peter Dobozy, late of the Hun- 
garian Hussars (Hungarian Legion, Italy), 
who finding the pe nee of fighting for 
the deliverance o is own native country 
still delayed, desires to offer his services to 
the United States. He will be found in 
every emergency a gallant officer and brave 
soldier, bearing out to the fullest extent the 
fair renown of the Hungarian Hussar, who 
never counts the number of the enemy and 
never cares about odds whenever he has oc- 
casion to dash to the charge where duty, 
honor and giory call. Kossbrx. 

Late Governor of Hungary. 
Turin, Italy, December 2, 1862. 

This letter secured a commission for its 
bearer, and he has since been a citizen of this 
country. He is anxious to return to the 
— for which he fought and is ve 
hopeful of securing the Consulship for whic 
he is an applicant.

A second Government cau- 
cus was held yesterday to consider what steps 
could be taken to quiet the excitement which 
threatens to defeat the Macdona ad- 
ministration when they go to 
country for re-election. Sir 

| Macdonald was present, and 

threatened to resign unless a sufficient num- 

ber of his subordinate followers pledged 
themselves to stick by him in his hour ot 
trouble. He pointed out that party exigen- 
cles demanded that they sink sectional feel- 
ing and unite in voting inst the resolution 
of censure Col. O’Brien intends moving next 
Tuesday. He stated that he had reason to be- 
lieve the Liberals would vote in a body 
against bim, and that if the Conservative 
members did not stand by bim the Govern- 
ment would be defeated. This had the 
desired effect and from what could be learned 
last night only fourteen Conservative mem- 
bers will vote for Col. O’Brien’s resolution. 

With the exception of five members, the 

Liberals, as a body, vote with the Government

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IN SECRET SESSION. 


The Police Board Discusses New Men, Fro 
motions and Other Matters. 


Mayor Allen and Police Commissioners 
Charles H. Turner and George H. Small held a 
secret conference last night in the Police 
Board room atthe Four Courts. Police Com- 
missioner John H. Overall was too sick 
to attend and the fifth member of the 
board has not yet deen confirmed. 


Chief Huebler was in an ante-room and the 
greatest secrecy was preserved atthe meet- 
ing. The boa met to confer on the time 
and manner of selecting the new men allowed 
them by the police bill which recently passed 
the Municipal Assembly. This bill creates 
ninety-five additional patroimen, twelve ser- 
geants and a captain. The board will put on 
108 new patrolmen, promote one sergeant 
to a captaincy and elevate thirteen 
of the present patrolmen on the force 
to the rank of sergeant. The selecting of men 
for these places will be quite a task and the 
conference was for the purpose of deciding 
how they should -proceed with the appoint- 
meats. Im all propability each of the com- 
missioners will be permitted to name a certain 
percent ofthe newmen. Asthere are five 
commissioners and 108 new patrotmen to be 
appointed each member of the board 
will have the naming of twenty-one men 
and the remaining three will be 
selected by the board as a whole, or lots will 
be drawn the commissioners to see which 
three will have the naming of an additional 
maneach. This is supposed to be the plan 
decided upon by the board at their confer- 
ence last night or at least if not teen ng | 
adopted at the time it is apt to be. Certain it 
is that the board conferred as to how the ap- 
intments should be made. They bave over 
,800 applications for places on the force. Many 
of these have been on file for years, and the 
men may now be dead or have become resi- 
dents of other cities, or so situated that they 
no longer care to in the department, but 
there are that number of applications on file. 
At least 1,500 of the applications on file are 
from men who are anxious to secure positions 
on the force, and from ten to fifteen addi- 
tional applications are tarned in every day. 
The board also discussed the matter of pro- 
motions, more particularly the making of a 
new Captain. A numberof Sergeants are out 
for the place. Perhaps the most prominent 
candidate is John W. Campbell, who was for- 
merly Captain and Chief, and was ejected 
from the office without cause and in such a 
manner as to make many people think 
he is entitled to the captaincy. Sergeant 
Reedy, Secretary to the Chief, and Sergt. 
Frank Schmittgens of the Second District, are 
also prominently mentioned for the place on 
account of their 4 — ability. Among 
others spoken of are Sergts. Keeble 1 
Fox, Pearce, Wray and Lange, all old men In 
the department, and Jimm MeDonough of 
the Fifth District, son of old Chief MeDon- 
ough. The board, ing a new one, will 
probably ask the Chief’s opinion in the prem- 
ises.

by this road. Pr ent Ingalis, of the Ches- 
apeake & Ohio, is adopting a policy looking 
for local trade that will develop this 
State. Chesapeaze & Ohio surveyors have 
recently been over a tract 1,000 miles square 
locating feeders up every stream that empties 
into the Kanawha, up the Guyandotte River 
for a distance of 125 miles. Senator Camden 
and the Ohio River Kaltlroad Co. are bulldin 
a feeder to the Ohio River system that wi 
connect with the Norfolk & Western. 

A trunk line from Charleston, 8. C., is to be 
extended through this State to the Chess 
peake & Ohio.

KNOCKED OUT AGAIN, 


Judge Brewer Says the Metropolitan Na- 
tional Bank Has No Case. 


Judge Brewer rendered the following de- 
cision this morning in the case of the Metro- 
politan National Bank against the 88. Louis 
Dispatch Co., the Dispatch Pub- 
lishing Co. et al. This, said 
Judge Brewer, is the ruling on the motion 
to strike outthe third amended bill. When 
the application was made for leave to 
file this bill the defendant’s coun: 


sel objected and stated that he would present 
this objection to strike it out, so that the mat- 
ter was pending as though it was an applica- 
tion to file the bill wi objections thereto. 
The bill was one to foreclose a mortgage. 
The prope covered by the mortgage Was 
certain tangible property such as type, print- 
ing presses, the will ot the Dispatch ne wa- 
aper and one sbare in the A lated Press. 
n all the prior bills the all tion was that 
the tangible property bad long since been used 
up or destroyed. And it was held bythe court 
that such being the case the complainant 
could not obtain relief in this suit. he rea- 
sons which compelled this conclusion were 
full explained in decisions heretofore 
fied. he tangible property being 
ne there was nothing upon which 
2 decree a foreclosure. Now this 
amended petition changes entirely this 
fact which hae been adjudged a basal one, and 
it alleges that the tangible property, the type, 
printing presses, etc., is still in existence and 
in the possession of the defendant. The com- 
lainant now seeks to finda basis for reach- 
ng other and intangible property in the al- 
leged existence of that which the con:plainant 
has beretofore claimed had no existence. In 
other words a basal fact is now alleged, 
which heretofore has deen denied. 
Not only that, but in the course of the u- 
ment counsel said he cared nothing for this 
tangible — , that was not what he was 
after. Judge Brewer conciudes by saying: 
‘*‘When an amended bill is sought to be fled, 
which is based upon allegations contradict- 
ing those in the prior Dill, those allega- 
tions being of substantial and dasal 
facts, it seems to us the court may properly 
refuse to allow ittobe filed. The bill is not 
stating new and additional facts; it is not 
alleging in a fuller or different way facts 
bitherto averred; itis not an amended bill, 
butitis a bill contradicting the basis upon 
whiehcomplainant heretofore sought to pro- 
ceed. The motion to strike out will be sus- 
tained.’’

HAYDEN’S HEIRS FOUND. | 


A FORTUNE OF $106,000 DIVIDED BETWEEN 
THREE MEN IN MAINE 


- 
Prof. Julian D. Taylor of Colby University 
and His Brother Will Get Four-Fifths of 
the Old Miser’s Money—A Most Economi- 
cal Heir—What an Inventory of the Old 
Man’s Estate Shows. 


HE heirs of Geo. C. 
Hayden, the old 
miser, who died 
about ten days ago 
in a boarding-house 
on Franklin avenue 
and Sixteenth street, 
and who left a for- 
tune which was then 
appraised at a value 
of $60,000, have turn- 
ed up, and the estate 
will be divided be- 
tween them. It will 
be remembered that 
the neighbors of the old man believed him to 
be almst penniless, and he certainly gave no 
external evidences of the large fortune which 
he possessed. 

For twenty years or more the old fellow had 
lived in the neighborhood of Sixteenth and 
Franklin avenue, and noone ever suspected 
that he had more than barely sufficient for his 
subsistence, which he made as cheap as possi- 
ble. His room was squalid and furnished in 
the most miserable manner and he lived on 
the plainest and sometimes the poorest of 
food. He had ever kept his lips locked 
with reference to his former history. Noone 
knew whence he came, how he managed to 
scrape together the few cents with which he 
bought his food, or the money with which he 
paid his monthly bill, small as it was, for 
rent.@ At last, one day he grew sick and was 
confined to his bed.

Bat the official made a 
Giscovery which at once interested him 
greatly. In an old, worn out trunk in the 
room the eye of the official fell upon an envel- 
ope, which, upon being opened, was found to 
contain two notes in the old man’s handwrit- 
ing. The first of these notes read as follows: 
or the Public Administrator—Inclosed safe de- 
posit key. GEORGE C. HAYDEN, 
B. C. PAYNE, 
Winslow, Me. 

The other note read like this: 

For the Public Administrator—The inclosed safe 
deposit koy when time is up. GEO. C. HAYDEN, 

Here, indeed, was something of interest. 
These notes showed two tbings—first, that the 
old man had made up his "mind to die as he 
had lived, in equalor, want almost, and un- 
known, and second, that he probably ‘had 
more money than he was generally credited 
with. The official went to the safe 
deposit and opened Hayden’s bax. 
Imagine his surprise when he found 
cash, bonds and stocks amounting to about 
$60,000. The matter was made public, and ef-

THE MERRIMAC STORY, 


The Skeletons Found in the Hold of the Ship 
Cumberland, 


By Telegraph to the PostT-DIsPaTcH. 
NORFOLK, Va., March 22.—The published 
story of the finding of the} skeletons of two 
men in the hold of the Confederate iron-clad 
Merrimac, where they were chained in con- 
finement, has brought prompt denials from 
several of the officers and. crew who still live 
in this vicinity. The Landmark publishes a 
statement by a prominent gentieman of Nor- 
folk that proves the story told by the dying 
Confederate at the Home in Richmond to be 
without foundation and that what was told 
will, with more truth, apply to the ship Cum- 
berland which the Merrimac sank. The gen 
tleman says that a diver named Underdown, 
who was re by the United States Gov- 
ernment to ore the wreck ofthe Cumber- 
land, found the bleached skeletons of two 
men chained together in the hold of the ves- 
sel. He a ape oe to be drawn up as soon as 
he made his ghastly discovery and on getting 
to the surface told the officer in charge of the 
examination what he had seen. His story 
was not believed, andto prove its truth he 
went down again and with a chisel cut one of 
the skeletons loose and took it 
with him. Tne diver, who is a 
countryman of John Ericsson, and is now 
dead, did not remember the name of the com- 
shander of the expedition, but said that he 
was instructed not to say anything of what he 
had found. Inamoment of forgetfulness he 
related the story, and said in addition that 
while under the water in the hold of the Cum- 
bérland on a subsequent occasion his air pipe 
became tangled by the tide, and he had to re- 
main under water six hours waiting for the 
tide to change. 
The relator of the story is confident the man 
Underdown was telling the truth.

THE ORANGE TRUST. 


Kastern Dealers Believe the Scheme to Be 
Visionary and Impracticable. 


B Telegraph to the Posr-Drsraren. 

New YORK, March 22.—Dealers in oranges 
and fruit merchants generally are much in- 
terested in the revival of the report that a 
company is being organized for the purpose 
of controlling the whole of the Florida orange 
trade. G. 8. Palmer, one ofthe largest com- 
mission dealers in Florida oranges, gave his 
views on the subject yesterday. He said: The 


story hes an aged flavor; the idea orig- 
inated some two months ago, but I have 
not been ableto find any house in the busi- 
ness, cf recognized standing, that has en- 
tered the alleged combination. I have also 
looked carefully through the Florida papers 
andthe papers devoted to the trade, and I 
find they do not approve thescheme. One of 
the best informed — of the orange grow- 
ing districts says the scheme is impracticabie. 
Another says it is absurd. 

My own opinion is that no combination 
will ever work successfully. It is impossible 
to grade the fruit as proposed. Some of the 
growers in some districts of Florida produce 

that are far superior to 

grown in other parts 

and they can get a better price 
for their products on the trees than 
others cun in the market. Besides the qual- 
ity of oranges varies so much that it is im- 
possible to grade them. Growers of the high 
classes of fruit would never consent to grow 
for $1 a box, which ts about the price proposed 
by the supposed pool. The transportation is 
another factor that will preventa combina- 
tion from working successfully. The heaviest 
part of the cost is on lines in erange districts 
and in many cases it costs more to get the 
fruit over the locai lines and outside the State 
thanto bringitthe whole distance from the 
State borders to New York. I don’t think 
there will be a corner in oranges at present.

mendous. The baggage room is a small apart, 
ment about ten feet long and five feet wide 
opening directly into the hotel office. It 
covered by a skylight consisting of two pane 
ot heavy glass at least three-quarters of 
inch in thickness.

On opening 
the door Mr. Bennett asked Huss to help him 
to undress, and began talking in a rambling 
manner.
